The only uerson of this name known to the British Embassy ( 3/22/41) is reported 
by Miss MeGeachy to be a Swiss not the former fir ec tor of HR&CCo, Other persons and 
xorps not on blacklist because of blanket blacklisting of all Germans and 
German corps.
